Previous to yesterday's
meeting a reply was received, stating
that antl-toxine had been found to be a
practical and valuable diphtherin pre-
ventatlve, and ioforming dthls colty's
board where the anti-toxine could be
procured,

The seeretary was Instructed to order
gix bottles of the concoction, which will
be tested hy the health officor, Dy, We
EL Allen, Whille the board would have
teated the now idea In any event, it
ig inferred from the reports and discus-
slons at yesterday's meeting that this
carly actlon is due In part to the fact
that diphtheria has been quite preval-
ent in the elty and the proportionate
fatality has been unusually large.

Diphtherin on the Ingrease.

The report of the health oflicer yoes-
terday indiesates that typhold fever is
subalding and that pulmonary trouble
and diphtherin are on dhe ineorease,
Dr. Allen sald that the city's general
health Is good and that contaglous dis-
ease 18 about normal for this season of
the vear.
